The communique also acknowl-

The fact that the Commandos 


found this sector fairly easy of ac- 
cess gives to wonder what the sit- 
uation may be at less Important 
points along the French and Bel- 
gian coasts. That Is a point which 
the Allies are bound to be investi- 
gating in their search for an open- 
ng to get at the master gangster. 


One of the great values of such 


a raid, of course, Is to stimulate 
the nazi fear of invasion. There Is 
a salty tang to the bold deeds of 
the Commandos, and even their 
name rather reminds one of the 
devil-may-care buccaneers of 
th« 


old Spanish Main. There Is a sort 
of Inevlabillty In their raids which 
you may be sure has Us effect on 
the enemy morale. 


A constant prodding of the coast

In the bombing and 
strafing that preceded Its destruc- 
tion, gun crews remained on deck 
and fought to the very laat, he said. 
A member of the relief gun orsw, 
Berry with nine other seamen In 
his crew battled the Japs until the 
ship was a mass of flames. Before 
abandoning the flaming hulk, a 
close bomb hit killed seven of the 
nine gunners, leaving only Berry 
and a fellow sailor. 


Many Casualties. 


About eighty were killed on board 


and hundreds were injured, he said. 
Official naval reports Issued later 
disclosed that approximately 700 
officers and men were loat when 
the Langley went down. 


After taking to the water In life 


jackets, Berry recalled swimming 
around for about thirty minutes 
before a destroyer dashed In to at- 
tempt a rescue of the beleaguered 
survivors. 
The area was Infested I 


with Japanese submarines, he said, 
making the rescue work extremely 
hazardous. After picking up about 
200 survivors, the destroyer waa 
forced to leave the scene, nearly 
being hit ssveral times by torpe- 
does. 


While alternating between dodg- 


ing torpedoes and rescuing surviv- 
ors, the destroyer crew was reluct- 
ant to drop depth charges because 
of the hundreds of struggling men 
In the water, but the sailors, with- 
out regard for personal safety, 
urged the destroyer to blast the 
subs wherever they found them, 
continuously crying from the sea: 
'Let them have It—we'll take It," 


Barry estimated at least six en- 


emy submarines to have been In 
tho area and asserted that he was 
sure two were sunk. Berry said he 
grasped a "two-by-four" and was 
swimming around looking for a 
submarine periscope. The destroy- 
er, which1 picked 14? Berry, the only 
rescue vessel in that vicinity, nar- 
rowly escaped being struck by a 
torpedo when the 
mlsffle passed 


completely under the boat. "The 
mbmarine commander must have 
thought the destroyer was a crulaer 
and was firing deep," he said. 


Leaving the scene, they headed 


'or Christmas Island and was at- 
tacked again by bombers, but the 
destroyer was too fast and shifty, 
and the Japanese aviators content- 
ed themselves by blasting harbor 
nstallatlons on the Island, he laid. 


Tanker IB Attacked. 


At Christmas Island, the surviv- 


ors of the Langley transferred to 
the naval oil tanker, Pecos, which 
put to sea early the next morning, 
March 1. About 8:30 a. m., a rec- 
onnaissance plane spotted the ship 
and about an hour later four waves 
of bombers attacked. Approximate- 
ly sixty-five or seventy bombs were 
dropped, he aald, with a total of 
thirteen hits on the tanker. After 
abandoning ship, Berry said they 
remained In the water about six 
hours before 
another 
destroyer 


raced up to make a limited number 
of rescues. 


Official naval sources revealed 


several weeks following the two 
sinkings that only a third of the 
combined total of the crews on the 
Langley and the Peeos survived. 


Berry was stationed at Manila 


aboard the Langley at the outbreak- 
of hostilities. 
The Asiatic Fleet 


was In Manila Bay, he said, but the 
bombers avoided the warships and 
attacked harbor Installations. 


The attack was not as much a 


surprise as the Japanese had an- 
ticipated, Berry said. Anti-aircraft

The Asiatic Fleet moved to sea 


at dark, but left lighted bouys In 
the harbor.

port that the Asiatic Fleet was 
missing.

Instructions on the approaching 
sugar rationing plan and a resume 
of the problems confronting the lo- 
cal rationing board were among

The speaker stated that the sugar

•uperlntendent. 
Trade, which In- 


clude retailers, wholesalers, cafes, 
and etc., will register at the near- 
est school building on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, April 28-29, while the 
general public will register on May 
4-7, Inclusive. 
In connection with these Instruc- 


tions, W. H. Norwood, superin- 
tendent of the Corsicana schools, 
announced that the local system 
would dismiss school on Monday, 
May 4, and the 
entire 
facilities 


placed at the disposal of the ra- 
tioning board. 
Teachers will aid 


In the registrations, he said. 


Chairman Wright 
pointed out 
that while no sugar shortage has 
been noted in this area, certain 
sections in the United States are 
feeling the pinch, making It neces- 
sary for a more equal distribution. 
Trades Registration Complicated. 


Registration of the trades, he 


said, is a complicated affair, mak- 
ing it necessary for merchants to 
secure their forms before registra- 
tion date and have them properly 
filled out for 
schools.

The sweet potato can 


be grown on practically any typo 
of soil. 
Seed potatoes should bo 


selected now and bedded to pro- 
duce slips to set in the fields In 
May. 


Seed potntoes should be of nor- 
mal size with flesh of a deeo sal- 
mon color. 
The seed should be 


Foaked for eight minutes in a so- 
lution 
containing onp ounce of 


corrosive sublimate (bichloride of 
mercury) to eight gallons of wat- 
er. 
A bushel of potatoes should 


require 1ft squarp feet of plant bed 
and should produce from 1.500 to 
2,000 slips. 
Six or night bushels 


of seed potatoes will provide the 
.slips for an acre. The slips should - 
bo set out when about six Inches | 
long, placing one-third of the slip 
in the ground and the soil packed 
firmlv around the roots.

and 


take Hitler's eastern army 
In the rear.

FARM WAGES HIGH 


AND LABOR SCARCE 


IN TEXAS APRIL 1 


AUSTIN, 
April 22.—<^)—Farm 
wage rates in Texas on April 1 
were the highest for that date In 
any year since 1920 and the ap- 
parent supply of farm labor was 
the lowest since that date, the U. 
S. department of agriculture re- 
ported today. 
It was estimated also that a to- 
tal of 709,000 persons were em- 
ployed on Texas farms ouring the 
week ending about April 1, of 
which 512,000 were family work- 
ers and 197,000 were hired work- 
ers. 
This estimate of farm em- 
ployment, which Is the first of a 
series of similar state estimates, 
relates to persons actually engag- 
ed in farm work during the per- 
iod and may or may not reflect 
the total farm labor supply, 


April 1 fell somewhat in be- 


tween season of farm activity in 
Texas. 
Much of the preparation 
for spring planting had been com- 
pleted and farmers in a large dry 
area were inclined to wait for 
much needed rains before putting 
the remainder of their crops In 
the ground. 
The harvests 
of 
winter commercial vegetables and 
citrus fruits were tapering off on 
April 1, while the onion and other 
spring vegetable harvests had not 
reached volume proportions.
